Esa medida, que incorpora 
los elementos que apoya la Casa 
Blanca para una reforma migratoria 
integral, quedó sepultada en medio 
de una pugna partidista y no pudo 
ser armonizada con la versión más 
estricta que aprobó la Cámara de 
Representantes. 

“Reconocemos que ese proyec- 
to de ley no es perfecto, pero es el 
lugar desde donde comenzaremos” 
el debate, dijo Reid, quien decidió 
saltarse el proceso parlamentario 
normal y presentará el proyecto de 
reforma directamente en el pleno 
del Senado.

Pope brings pro-life message

Pope Benedict XVI said on 
his arrival to the world's biggest 


Catholic country that the Church 


will always defend the family, life 
- from conception to death - and 
the indigenous peoples of Latin 


America. 

“TI feel very happy to be here. I 
know that the soul of this people and 
of all of Latin America guards radi- 
cally Christian values that never will 
be negated,” he said at Sao Paulo’s 


Guarulhos airport. 

The pontiff said he was “cer- 
tain” that in the Cathedral of Our 
Lady of Aparecida, where he will 
preside over a meeting of Catholic 
bishops from Latin America and 
the Caribbean, “this identity will 
be reinforced. promoting respect for 
life from the moment of conception 
until its natural end.” 

In those words, Vatican observ- 
ers saw a warning to countries like 
Mexico, whose capital recently de- 
criminalized first-trimester abortion, 
and Brazil, where there is a proposal 
to debate holding a referendum on 
the matter. 

Benedict XVI expressed an 
affectionate salute to the Brazilians 
and to all Latin Americans and he 
said that the regional bishops gather- 
ing would lay the groundwork for a 
new evangelization. 

In his remarks to welcome 
the pope, Brazilian President Luiz 
Inacio Lula da Silva said that 
Benedict’s visit “is a blessing for 
all” his countrymen, and he said he 


was confident that it would serve to 
define common strategies in favor 
of youth and against hunger and 
poverty. 

After the welcoming ceremony 
at the airport, the pontiff received 
the keys to Sao Paulo from Mayor 
Gilberto Kassab and set out in the 
“popemobile” for the Sao Bento 
Monastery, where some 100,000 
people were expected to be awaiting 
his arrival. 

The pope will greet the faith- 
ful and bless them from a balcony 
protected by bulletproof glass. 

The security measures put in 
place for the pope include the de- 
ployment of police sharpshooters 
on roofs near the monastery. 

A total of 21,000 police and 
soldiers have been mobilized in 
Sao Paulo state to guarantee the 
security of the pontiff, who will also 
be protected by 14 of the Vatican’s 
Swiss Guards.

Cervical Cancer

Latinas Contra Cancer (LCC) 
is having its annual Mother’s Day 
Walk Against Cancer Sunday May 
13th 2007 in downtown San Jose. 
The Walk kicks off at 9AM from 
San Jose City Hall Plaza at 4th and 
Santa Clara streets. Participants 
will walk two miles to the Mexican 
Heritage Plaza for a commemora- 
tive brunch. This year’s Walk is 
focused on bringing awareness to 
the high rates of cervical cancer 
found among Latinas. 

The Cervical Health Initiative 
is the primary education campaign 
leading up to the Walk whose hon- 
orary chair is Deborah Santana, 
author and wife of musician Carlos 
Santana. LCC has been working 
tirelessly to educate the community 
about cervical cancer. At five educa- 
tional rallies held at different high 
schools in San Jose, LCC invited 
young women and their mothers to 
openly discuss cervical health, HPV 
and cervical cancer. 

Certain types of a common 
virus called the Human Papilloma 
Virus (HPV) cause cervical cancer. 
When detected early enough, cer- 
vical cancer can almost always be 
treated successfully. The problem 
is that many Latinas do not visit 
a gynecologist regularly and miss 
the opportunity to discover cervical 
cancer through a common test called 
a pap smear. 

Although cervical cancer be- 
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gins in one of the most important 
parts of a woman's body the cervix, 
between the uterus and the vagina, 
many people find it hard to discuss 
these organs. LCC developed a 
game called Cervical Bingo in 
which people can educate them- 
selves about this potentially fatal 
cancer. 

Nathaly Garcia a participant at 
the Gilroy High School LCC rally 
said, “It's a hard topic because its 
not talked about at home. We need 
to be more open with each other.” 
A speaker at the rally also said, 
“Mothers have to be willing to give 
their daughters the right information 
there are a lot of consequences that 
are as a result of not being able to 
talk about cervical cancer.” 
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Through the educational cam- 
paign and Walk LCC seeks to open 
the lines of communication between 
young women, and their mothers to 
encourage them to get regular pap 
smears and cervical cancer screen- 
ings. LCC, a non-profit organization 
based in San Jose has previously 
led 4 awareness campaigns focus- 
ing on the most prevalent cancers 
including breast, prostate, colorectal 
and lung.

San Jose, CA — On May 12, 
2007, the San Jose Museum of Art 
(SIMA) will debut Tragic Kingdom: 
The Art of Camille Rose Garcia, 
the first major museum exhibition 
of Camille Rose Garcia, an artist 
emerging from the Los Angeles 
underground scene, whose narra- 
tive-based works express an acute 
political consciousness. The artist's 
seemingly light-hearted paintings 
and drawings of charming cartoon- 
like characters actually depict dark 
tales of violence, corruption and 
greed, and seek to comment on the 
turmoil of contemporary society. 

Tragic Kingdom: The Art of 
Camille Rose Garcia surveys the art- 
ist's work with an emphasis on her 
most recent creations, showcasing 
paintings, drawings, sketchbooks, 
prints, sculpture and site-specific 
installations, and is complemented 
by a catalogue. 

“The San Jose Museum of Art 
is honored to present Garcia’s first 
major museum solo exhibition,” 
said Daniel T. Keegan, Oshman 
Executive Director of the San Jose 
Museum of Art. “Camille Rose 
Garcia is without question among 
the most creative and forceful new 
talents of this generation’s art-world 
iconoclasts.” 

Garcia’s work stems from 
growing up in the suburbs of Or- 
ange County and making frequent 
visits to Disneyland, “the happiest 
place on earth.” The artist quickly 
grew to recognize its artifice and 
contradictions, and she witnessed 
the realities of privileged suburban 
life, adolescent alienation and social 
marginalization. Garcia’s precious 
glittered compositions are infused 
with a sense of discontent, yield- 
ing works that are simultaneously 
disturbing and attractive. 

“Garcia’s art appeals to a broad 
spectrum, which is exactly what she 
intends,” said Susan Landauer, Katie 
and Drew Gibson Chief Curator at 
SJMA. 
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Garcia elaborated in a recent 
interview, “I always wanted to do art 
that people could relate to, but also 
carry some social relevance. Like 
in art school it wasn’t really about 
commentary, or if it was, it was re- 
ally boring, so I really just wanted 
to create art that was not only super 
fun to look at, and if you’re five or 
fifteen and hated art, you still could 
like and relate to it.” 

Tragic Kingdom: The Art of 
Camille Rose Garcia reveals Gar- 
cia as a notable member of a Los 
Angeles underground contemporary 
art movement known as the “Pop 
Surrealists” or “Lowbrow” artists, 
who combine dark surrealism with 
an eclectic array of pop culture 
sources, including comics, anima- 
tion and 1950’s television. Garcia 
is particularly influenced by Walt 
Disney, punk bands like the Dead 
Kennedys, and sci-fi writer Philip 
K. Dick. 

On July 12 the San Jose Mu- 
seum of Art will hold a program 
called “Artist Lecture & Art-making 
Workshop with Camille Rose Gar- 
cia”. The artist Camille Rose Garcia 
will present a talk at 7:30 p.m. in 
which she will offer interpretation of 
the stories told in her work and what 
they reveal about the contemporary 
psyche.

century by neoliberal forces,” the 
pope said, referring to a point of 
view that combined mistrust of 
organized religion with a fervent 
belief in scientific progress and the 
free market. 

Besides demonstrating his 
interest in “indigenous cultures,” 
Benedict said he was happy to be 
visiting Latin America, a region 
with about half the world’s Catho- 
lics, and he expressed his desire 
for it to become “an exemplary 
continent where the great problems 
of humanity are resolved.” 

The former Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger also said he was con- 


cerned by the growth of “sects” : 


in, Latin America, adding that “it 


means there exists a thirst for God” 
that the Catholic Church must find 
a way to satisfy. 

Liberation theology arose in 
the 1960s based on the conviction 
that the Christian gospel mandates 
“a preferential option for the poor,” 
as well as the church’s active in- 
volvement in the quest for social 
justice. 

Opponents faulted the move- 
ment for its use of Marxist concepts 
such as class conflict and for the 
purported willingness of libera- 
tion theologians to endorse armed 
struggle. Liberation theology was 
rejected outright by the Catholic 
Church during John Paul II’s pa- 
pacy, with then-Cardinal Ratzinger 
in the role of lead enforcer. EFE 


Área de la Bahía festeja aniversario 
de fin de segregación racial

San José, CA — La batalla 
legal de una familia hispana que su- 
puso el fin de la segregación racial 
en las escuelas públicas de Califor- 
nia en 1947 es poco conocida, pero 
fue un importante precedente para la 
acción afirmativa en el país. 

El hecho histórico conocido 
como Méndez v. Westminster tuvo 
lugar siete años antes de Brown 
v. Board of Education y convirtió 
al estado dorado en el primero 
en la nación en no tolerar más la 


segregación racial en las escuelas . 


públicas. : 

Gonzalo y Felicita Méndez 
iniciaron su lucha en Westminster, 
condado de Orange, en 1944, para 
que sus tres hijos asistieran a la 
misma escuela que los blancos. 

Al cumplirse el 60 aniversario, 
-La Raza Lawyers y Bingham Mc- 
Cutchen realizarán dos eventos en 
el Área de la Bahía de San Fran- 
cisco en los cuales se presentará el 
documental ganador de un Emmy, 
“Mendez v. Westminster: For All 
the Children”. : 

Sylvia Méndez, la hija mayor 
de Gonzalo y Felicita, dará también 
un charla sobre la lucha de sus 
padres. 

La victoria se obtuvo gracias 
a la apelación presentada por los 
entonces jóvenes abogados Robert 
L. Carter y Thurgood Marshall 
de la Asociación Nacional para el 
Progreso de las Personas de Color 
(NAACP), quienes años después 
representaron a las familias afro- 
americanas en Brown contra la 
Junta Escolar de Kansas. 

El caso Brown contra la Junta 
Escolar de Kansas acarreó, en 1954, 
un fallo del Tribunal Supremo de 
EE.UU. que abrió paso a la inte- 
gración racial en las escuelas públi- 
cas que, hasta entonces, segregaban 
a los alumnos negros. 

Para las celebraciones de la 
victoria de los Méndez en el área de 
la Bahía, el primer evento será el 8 
de mayo en el Ninth Circuit Court 
of Appeals (Historic Court Room) 
en San Francisco, en donde en 1947, 


el juez Paul J. McCormick falló a * 


favor de la familia hispana. 

El segundo será en el estaciona- 
miento de Tressider Student Union 
en la Universidad de Stanford. 

El caso Méndez “es importante 
no sólo para los mexicanos y latinos 


en general, sino también para los 
asiáticos e indoamericanos”, señaló 
Christopher Arriola, de La Raza 
Lawyers en San José. 

Arriola añadió que además de 
honrar a la familia Méndez y educar 
a la comunidad, buscan que este 
importante hecho se agregue a los 
libros de texto de California. 

En las escuelas “los niños 
aprenden sobre la historia de Brown 
v. Board of Education y no sobre su 
propia historia en California”, se- 
ñaló el abogado. En ambos eventos 
también estará presente la escritora 
y productora del documental sobre 
el hecho, Sandra Robbie. 

Debido a que este año el Ser- 
vicio Postal de EE.UU. desveló el 
pasado 14 de abril la estampilla 
“Mendez v. Westminster School 
District”, Robbie tuvo la idea de 
hacer algo de mayor impacto para 
este aniversario. 

A partir de este mes, la produc- 
tora inició en un volkswagen blanco 
y anaranjado de 1967 -decorado con 
información histórica y fotos de 
los hechos- la gira “MVW Magic 
History Tour”. 

El volkswagen bus estará pre- 
sente en ambos eventos del Área de 
la Bahía antes de las presentaciones 
del documental y charla. 

El 22 de mayo saldrá de la 
Universidad de California en Irvine 
en una gira por 12 importantes ciu- 
dades de EE.UU. 

La meta es llegar el 5 de junio 
a la ciudad de Nueva York y estar 
presente en el desfile de los puerto- 
rriqueños para el día 10.

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Reforma migratoria peligra 
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dez. 

La reforma migratoria apro- 
bada el año pasado incluía elemen- 
tos para la seguridad fronteriza, un 
programa de trabajadores huéspedes 
y una vía para la legalización de 
buena parte de los doce millones de 
inmigrantes indocumentados que se 
calcula viven en EE.UU. 

En esa ley, la población indocu- 
mentada quedó segmentada en tres 
grupos, cada uno con fechas límites 
y requisitos distintos para su even- 


tual legalización, y además preveía 
la construcción de un muro de 595 
kilómetros en la frontera sur. 

Lo único que salió del Con- 
greso en 2006 fue la llamada “Ley 
del Muro”, que Bush promulgó 
mientras seguía insistiendo en una 
reforma migratoria integral. 

Ahora, mientras los partidarios 
de la reforma insisten en que los 
indocumentados deben “ganarse el 
derecho” a la legalización mediante 
una serie de multas y requisitos, 


los conservadores replican que la 
medida sigue siendo una “amnistía” 
inmerecida. 

Los líderes republicanos ya han 
adelantado a la prensa su malestar 
por la táctica demócrata de iniciar 
un debate sin que aun se haya lo- 
grado un acuerdo político entre 
ambos partidos.

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Comité aprueba eliminar químico tóxico en productos para infantes 


Sacramento (EFE) — El 
Comité de Salud de la Asamblea 
Legislativa de California aprobó 
una propuesta de ley que eliminaría 
el uso de los ftalatos, componentes 
químicos, en juguetes de plástico 
diseñados para los niños menores 
de los tres años de edad. 

Los ftalatos son utilizados 
para reducir la rigidez en productos 
plastificados. 

Sin embargo, la AB 1108 de 
la Asambleísta Fiona Ma (D-San 
Francisco), argumenta que este 
compuesto contiene sustancias que 
emulan a las hormonas, y que pue- 
den no sólo perjudicar los órganos 
reproductores, sino también inter- 
ferir en el crecimiento y desarrollo 
del sistema inmunológico. 

Específicamente, Ma dice que 
estudios en animales de laborato- 
rios han comprobado que dichas 
sustancias pueden causar daños 
en el hígado, los riñones, y los 
testículos. 

La exposición a estos químicos 
pueden llegar a reducir la produc- 
ción de esperma, lo cual puede llevar 
a la infertilidad masculina, y en ni- 
ñas, pueden causar la menstruación 
a una edad temprana. 

Ma dice que los niños menores 
de tres años pueden estar expuestos a 
estos tóxicos al introducir en la boca 
los juguetes o artículos plastificados, 


y así ingerir parte de los componen- 
tes de los ftalatos. 

“Tenemos que ser precavidos, 
y en realidad eliminar riesgos que 
podrían ser perjudiciales para el 
desarrollo de nuestros niños”, dijo 


Ma. 

En 1999, los estados de la 
Unión Europea comenzaron a elimi- 
nar el uso, producción, y comer- 
cialización de juguetes con ftalatos 
junto con 14 otras naciones, incluida 
Japón. De hecho, algunas empresas, 
como Mattel y Lego, han eliminado 
el uso de estos químicos en algunos 
de sus productos plastificados. 

Expertos del gobierno y la 
industria de juguetes cuestionan 
los datos de Ma, y la necesidad de 
la propuesta AB 1108. 

“Respetamos lo que esta pro- 
puesta quiere hacer, pero en reali- 
dad, creemos que primero tenemos 
que verificar los estudios que se han 
hecho, así como los posibles ries- 
gos y los estudios toxicológicos”, 
testificó Ed Manning, del Concilio 
Americano de Química. 

Manning agregó que la ex- 
posición de los niños a estos quími- 
cos es mínima. 

“El uso de otras alternativas 
(a los productos plastificados) 
podría ser mucho más peligroso 
para la salud y el bienestar de los 
niños, como exposición a otras 


sustancias o tóxicos, o correr el 
peligro de que se asfixien si sus 
juguetes se rompen”, dijo Joan Mo- 
rris, vicepresidenta de los Asuntos 
Reglamentarios y Estándares de 
Seguridad de la Asociación de la 
Industria Juguetera. 

Así mismo, Morris dijo que 
los ftalatos han sido usado por más 
de dos décadas, y que los juguetes 
que los contienen no son peligrosos 
para los niños. 

“Los que se oponen están 
trabajando muy arduamente para 
confundir al público. Pero la rea- 
lidad es esta, estos químicos son 
tóxicos. Nuestra responsabilidad 
es proteger a los más vulnerables, 
y hacerles saber que existen otras 
alternativas”, dijo Ma. 

“Aún si la exposición es 
mínima, estamos hablando de un 
químico que ha sido calificado como 
tóxico, y eso es peligroso. Con las 
hormonas, no se debe jugar”, com- 
plementó la doctora Sarah Jansen, 
del Concilio para la Defensa de los 
Recursos Naturales (NRDC). 

La AB 1108 fue aprobada el 
martes en la noche con nueve votos 
a favor y cuatro en contra. De ser 
aprobada en los plenos y firmada 
por el Gobernador Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger, la misma entraría en vigor 
en enero de 2009.<>

“The response has been very : 
good. We've seen the interest, es- 
pecially in people who speak only 
Spanish, in learning how to use 
the computer,” UA student Keven 
Barker, the coordinator of the proj- 
ect, told Efe in an interview. 
“Some want us to teach them 
starting with the basics, others 
need help writing their resumes, 
surfing the Internet, filling out job 
applications, (doing) work presen- 
tations, and so on,” Barker said. 
Some people come to the classes 
out of curiosity, above all because 
their children are spending hours 
and hours in front of a machine 
with which the parents are almost 
unfamiliar. 
If at the beginning they used 
a system of instruction develped 
by Mexico's Monterrey Institute of 
Technology, starting this summer, 
they will begin using a method 
developed by the UA students 
themselves based on the needs of 
the immigrant community. 
“It's been very emotional for 
me. 1 never thought about all the 
information a person can find on the 
Internet. Now I feel more confident 
in being able to help my kids with 
their homework,” said Martha Ruiz, 
who three months ago began com- 
ing to the computer classes and has 
three children. 
Most of the people who par- 
ticipate in the program are Mexican 
immigrants. 
“We have men and women who 
attend the courses for different rea- 
sons. Some only want to learn to use 
the computer to communicate with 
friends or their own family members 
who still live in Mexico. Others 
want to learn how to use programs 
that can help them advance their 
careers,” Barker said. 
He said that it is common for 
immigrants coming from Mexico 
and some Central American coun- 
tries to have a basic understanding 
of computers but to run into the 
language barrier, since in their 
countries of origin they learn the 
names and terminology of some of 
the basic functions in Spanish and 
when they try to use the computer 
with programs written only in Eng- 
lish they get confused. 
Barker said that as a part of the 
project’s expansion the instructors 
are going to begin offering pat 
courses on the issues people as f

Escrito en 1933 por el poeta es- 
pañol Federico García Lorca (1898- 
1936), uno de los más altos líricos 
de la lengua castellana, “Bodas de 
Sangre”, que se está presentando en 
el teatro de La Plaza de la Herencia 
Mexicana, demostró que Teatro 
Visión tiene actores capaces de 
representar dramas clásicos. 

La obra cuyo tema es “La 
muerte”, lo expone en su primera 
escena “El Novio” (Gendell Hernán- 
dez), quien entra a despedirse de su 
madre Vivis y le pide la navaja para 
cortar las uvas en la viña. Sacándola 
de una caja, ella dice: “La navaja... 
Malditas sean todas y el bribón que 
las inventó” y después agrega “El 
cuchillo más pequeño puede cortar 
el cuerpo de un hombre hermoso, 
con su flor en la boca.
